The Inter-City Highway Committee, composed of civic

! struction throughout the area. The committee has been
!largely credited with lopping several years off the time
;schedule for both the Harbor and San Diego Freeways pro-
‘posed for this part of the county.

Under the chairmanship of Drale, the San Diego Com-
mittee set up by the Inter-City group visited Sacramento
~md put facts and figures before the California Highway

i | Commission which brought a change in the project schedule
{ to the benefit of construction here.

Later the group, with Drale again as spokesman, ap-
peared before the Highway Commission in Sacraménto and
pleaded the cause of the San Diego Freeway and added
early completion of the Harbor Freeway at least to 190th
St., to the committee's requests.

To remove Drale from this committee deprives'the
city of Torrance and the Inter-City Committee of several
| years of valuable experience, which includes an acquaint-
| ance with members of the Highway Commission and other

« important bodies.

The HERALD cannot believe the mayor’s action was in

in the best interest of the city or the area.

Land Boundaries

In early days bitter dis-
putes arose over land bound-
aries, especially where
marked by streams. For as
the stream bed shifted, the
boundaries changed. With
years a river could slowly add
land to its east bank, say, at
the expense of the land own-
er on the west bank. Here
the law of “accretion” helps
to set boundaries and thus
end disputes,

1. Where land forms im-
perceptibly upon a stream's
bank, that land belongs to
the owner of the bank (sub-
ject to any existing right of
way over it),

2, Except where the land
grant says otherwise, the
owner takes to the ordinary
high water mark when the
land borders to tidewater.

3. When the land borders
on a tideless navigable lake
or stream, the owner takes to
the edge of the water at low-
water mark,

4. In other cases the owner
takes to the middle of the
lake or stream,

Land deposited impercepti-
bly by accretion belongs to
the owner of the bank,

When a stream tears away

a large piece of land, the
owner who lost it may re-
claim it within a year after
the other land pwner takes
possession of it.

The rule of accretlon ap-
plies only to rivers and
streams. But a similar com-
mon law rule applies also to
land on the ocean, depending
on the parties’ intent,

The law of aceretion, like
other law, serves two main
purposes: To forestall dis;
putes and to do justice. In
the early days, when violence
might break out over a ques-
tion of boundary, both pur-
poses were important - as
they are today.
